Waives Examination on a Charge of 

Murder and Is Bound Over to the 

Circuit Court Under Ball. 

The Kenosha Evening News bos tho 
following to Bay in regard to the Wren 
murder caso: L 

The myalory surrounding the. killing ofl 
John Wren. at Trevor on Christmas day 
bos been cleared up, and by his own con-' 
fession N, J. Schumacher, tho proprietor 
of tho Trevor saloon, takes 'upon himself 
the guilt. He bos admitted 'in a signed 
statement that it was he who dealt the, 
blow which resulted in tho death of Wren, 
but ho atill holds that tho man's death was 
not caused by tho blow, but that it resulted' 
from a fracture of tbo skull caused by, bis 
falling on the frozen ground; .To tbis ex- 
tent Schumacher claims that tho killing 
was accidental, John George is implicated 
In the murder by the confession of A. st, 
Bolton, another of the suspects, but be is 
the only man who implicates the bar- 
keeper. 

The confession of Schumacher is the one 
of paramount interest, It Is considered . a 
voluntary statement, and the statement is 
aigned by Schumacher in 'the presence of 
tbe district attorney and another witness, 
Schumacher told the whole ' story >o£ the 
stormy afternoon at the saloon, He stated 
that tho men bad been in the saloon drink- 
ing since 4 o'clock, and that along about 
8 o'clock he had. some trouble with .John 
Sweeney, who seemed to- be the companion 
of Wren, . Sweeney bod demanded liquor, 
and when Schumacher refused to give it to 
him Schumacher admitted that he bad 
struck Sweeney a. blow in theface; He* 
admitted that Wren was in no way miied 
up in the trouble more than that ho was a 
friend of Sweeney, Wren and Sweeney 
had been put out of the saloon, and when 
they returned the second time Schumacher 
and Bolton went for them, Bolton 'threw 
Sweenoy out of tbe building," and Schu- 
macher took care : of Wren. ' The : latter 
protested, and Schumacher stated that be 
ttruggled with him, but. finally got the 
upper band' and huried 'Wren Tfirongn^-Uie. 
door. Tho struggle was continued outside 
the saloon, "Wren didn't atriko a blow,!': 
said Schumacher, "but when wo fell-, to- 
gether I took a punch at him." Schu- 
macher stated that be got up, but Wren 
didn't. He went back into -the saloon,; 
and when he came out a Bhort time Inter 
be found Wren still lying in the road, but 
Sweeney had gone. With the aid of Bolton, 
Wren was carried . over arid laid on the 
porch surrounding tbe saloon. He was 
left there while the party wont to the home, 
of Schumacher for a Christmas tree cele- 
bration. 

This was the extent of the confess ion", of 
Schumacher, but. Bolton took up tbe story 
where Schumacher left off, and in bis con- 
fefsibrihe told how later in the evening he 
and a party of men bad accompanied Peter 
Schumacher to tbe saloon for a drink, and 
when they got there they found Wren 
lying in the road near the hitching post. 
They decided that be was too drunk to 
walk. and too heavy to carry, so they ob- 
tained o wheelbarrow and took him to the 
Schumacher barn, where the body was 
found on the following morning. Bolton's 
confession agrees with that made'by Schu- 
macher, with tbe exception that Bolton 
insists that John George, the bartender, 
assisted Schumacher In tbo fight outside of 
the saloon and that he also struck Wren. 

Tho confessions of Barhyte, Kboney and. 
Wannamaker ore all in keeping -with the 
statement made by Schumacher; ,. The 
saloon keeper was careful in bis testimony 
and .confession to take upon himself tho 
blame for the killing of the man and ho 
completely exonerated George, declaring 
that bo was on the inside of the saloon 
when Wren was killed. George positively 
refused' to make any admission of the 
crime, "You can send me up for. live," 
he said to the district attorney,' "but I am 
entirely innocent of any wrong doinglV 
' Thursday of laat week Barhyte, Roohey, 
Wannamaker and Bolton were released on 
their own recognizance, but the charge 
against them had not been dismissed. 

On Tuesday morning N, J. Schumacher 
waived hjs preliminary examination in 
Justice StuigeV court and was bound -over 
to tho circuit court. Ho will be admitted 
to bail and will furnish bonds .to. tho sum 
of five thousand dollars, 

Tho preliminary hearing in tho murder 
caso brought no surprises. . It was a fore- 
gone conclusion after 4 the confession' made 
by Schumacher that he would be allowed 
to take upon himself the blamo for the 
killing of Wroa and when the case, was 
called the district attorney was ready to 
ask tor the dismissal of the charges ojgainat 
John George, Douglas Barhyte, A. K, 
Bolton, Oharlea Wannamaker and David 
Rooney, tbe other men arrested with Sohu- 
macher. 

Schumochor and George were tho only 
two of the men in court and Schumacher 
bod nothing to say. Calvin Stewart, who 



has been retained to defend Schumacher, 
appeared for him and stated that the 
defendant was ready to waive examination 
in order that he might bo bound over to 
circuit court, Ho mado a strong, plea for 
tbe admission to bail and this plea was 
seconded by tbo district attorney.*^ Justice 
Stnrges was unwilling to take upon him- 
self the responsibility of admitting to bait 
a man charged with murder and for this 
reason tho releaio of Schumacher is being 
delayed pending an order from tbe Judge 
of the circuit court.-. As' the district at- 
torney will join in I be request for bait it 
will undoubtedly be granted. 

Tho ■ information 'filed against Schu- 
macher wilt charge him with manslaughter 
and it is thought possible that the defend- 
ant wilt enter of 'pica .of guilty to this 
charge. It is possible that tbe matter will 
be brought to a close in the circuit court 
within a very few dnys. It is thought 
that Schumacher will receive a light sen- 
tence. 

There is no doubt but that the cose hns 
attracted n great deal of interest in the 
town of Salem and when Schumacher faced 
the Justice today tb'o court room was 
crowded and most of tbe people there were 
friends of Schumacher. John Borhn nnd 
Christopher Houaner have been selected as 
two of the bondsmen of Schumacher and a 
third will be selected as soon as tbe order 
of tbe court is secured. 

Schumacher was not committed to jail 
after tho hearing was over but was. left in 
the custody of Deputy Sheriff Mutz, pend- 
ing the signing of tbe bail bonds. Ho 
took a great interest in tho case against 
George and seemed to be entirely satisfied 
to waive examination as soon as the charge 
against George, was dismissed. It seemB 
that Schumacher is tbe object of consider- 
ablft sympathy in the town of Salem as 
many people in the town .regard the kill- 
ing of Wren as largely accidental. 

In the usual course of events tbe case 
against Schumacher would como up for 
trial nt tho 11 arch term of the circuit court. 
' George and the other men discharged 
from custody returned to their homes in 
the town of Salem. They will all be sum- 
moned as witnesses in case the charge? 
against Schumacher are tried in the circuit 
cpnrt. 

''"^ty-ith Jhe waiving otthe;examination-of . 
Schumacher the search for John Sweeney 
has been given up. It .is not considered 
that the evidence of Sweeney is necessary 
with the confessions which are now in the 
bandaof tho district attorney.

President Takes Aggressive Stand for 

Rate Legislation Against Clique 

In the Senate 

Tbe prospects for railway rate legislation 
are increasing. Some senators are grow- 
ing much worried nt the pressure of pub- 
lic opinion and railways are again asking 
for a compromise. 

The effect of President Roosevelt's speech 
in Philadelphia is unmistakable, Tele- 
grama and letters are pouring in on con- 
gress and, tho white house, and all manner 
of commercial and industrial organiza- 
tions ore passing resolutions favoring ac- 
tion. And tbo president declines to quit. 

His aggressive course is the result of a 
refusal of tho senate "clique" to agree to 
some compromise legislation. Moved by, 
railroad influence, they calmly announce 
that no legislation could pass the senate 
this season. For "effect" a bill might be 
put through the house, but it could go no 
further. * - 

This determined President Roosevelt lo 
see what would be tho result of a little 
more agitation on the subject. His speech 
in Philadelphia was the first step. Now 
there is talk of an extra session of Congress 
in March for railway and revenue legisla- 
tion. Tbo fact that tbe deficit bos climb- 
ed from 123,000,000 to 927,000,000 during 
tho past few weeks has emphasized the 
need to provide for more Income, It wilt 
not do to postpone this until next winter. 

Nor does the president want to postpone 
railroad legislation for nine or twelve 
months. He wants a beginiDg made now. 
And he wants it so much that he iB willing 
to make a continuing tight for it. If neces- 
sary he will go ao funis to break with tbe 
senate. 

In any case, he intends to put the re- 
sponsibility for any delay or failure where 
it belongs.

President Roosevelt in n Speech Urges 
It u II Rate Control. 

"In some such body ns the interstate 
eouiuierce eomiuiretlnii there must be lodg- 
ed in effective tduipc the power lo sou 
that every shipper who uses tlio railroads 
and every man who owns or nm tinges n 
railroad shall on the one baud be given 
justice and on life other Itiiml lie requir- 
ed to do justice,*' declared President 
Roosevelt the other night In bis speech 
ho fore the Union League Club of Phila- 
delphia. 

The I 'resilient pointed nut what be con- 
siders dangers to the cmuitiry it the cor- 
porations nre not controlled so ns to give 
all men nn (spinl ell mice In business. 
Power to make rotes, be Insisted, should 
he given lo u national tribunal, and 
should all other menus fall ho would 
seek an atneiiduieiit to the Constitution uf 
I bo United States to bring about federal 
control of Interstate commerce. Said the 
President : 

"Tb eve must be bulged in some tri- 
bunal the power over rates, nnd especi al- 
ly over rebates — whether secured by 
menus of private cars or private tracks, 
in the form of diimugc* or cominissinnn 
or In jiii.v other manner — which will pro- 
tect nlike the mil ma 1 1 ami the shipper 
nnd put the big shipper nml Ihe little 
shipper on an oi|mil fouling. 

"The great development of industrial- 
ism means that there must be mi in- 
crensQ tu the super vision exercised by 
the government over business outer prises. 

"It was beyond question the Intention 
of the founders of our government that 
interstate commerce in till its brunches 
and lisped* should ho under tint hum I 
control. If the courts decide that this 
Intention \vm not carried out and made 
effective in the Constitution us it now 
stands, then the Const It ut Inn will bare 
to be iiinemleil,"

Since 
nepresentatlve Frank J. Comerford 
etartled the legislators by hla open 
charges of corruption In their body 
this subject baa been discussed almost

to the exclusion to every other topic. 
Even after the Investigation, which Is 
now In progress, Is flmilly settled and 
the Incident officially closed. It wilt 
take several days for the members to 
settle down to the culm that prevnlled 
before the strenuous' young man from 
Cook county "broke loose." 

Comcrford's assertions, which be hna 
been nuked to prove, nre about as seri- 
ous ns ever were directed acnlnst pub- 
lic officials of bljdi or low degree. 

"The Illinois legislature Is n great 
public auction," lie declared, "where 
special prlvlllges nre sold to the high- 
est corporation bidders." 

Again: "It Is worthy of belief that 
more thnn $2.10.000 Is sent fo Spring- 
field every session of the legislature to 
protect special privileges now being 
enjoyed by favored corporations." 
What Ho Sttld or the Senate. 

Referring to the sennte: . "It la a 
well known fact that the senate 'com- 
bine' sits ns n supreme court of graft 
tmd that anything opposed to the pur- 
poses of this organization, namely, the 
collection of a tariff from the corpora- 
tions of the state of Illinois, meets 
with death. 

"The eennte 'combine' Is the clear- 
ing bouse of the legislative grafters. 
It Is the court of last resort There the 
corporations go when they find It too 
costly to handle the house. It Is there 
tbe corporations are best served when 
they want proposed legislation killed." 

Although every member of tbe house 
voted In favor of the resolution Intro* 
duced by Representative M. L. McKln- 
lcy of Cook county, calling ,for nn in- 
vest! tmtlon of the allegations mndo In 
the Comerford Bpecch, It Is n well 
known fact that n number of the body 
was opposed to such notion. It was 
not that these led sin tors feared the re- 
suit of tbe probing into the facts, for 
some of them ore old members who 
have nlways been free of suspicion of 
any sort of questionable transaction. 
It was because tbey were opposed to 
dignifying Comerford by tbe serious 
consideration of bis speech. 
Local Option Bill. 

Tho Illinois Anti-Saloon league has 
accepted the challenge of the senate 
"combine" and will direct Its efforts 
toward the passage of the local option 
bill, which was introduced without tho 
knowledge of the league officials and 
with a referendum clause attached. 
While opposed to the referendum 
"sinker," the league lenders will ac- 
cept It bo long ns there Is no other re- 
lief In sight The fact that' the local 
option bill has been advanced to third 
reading in the senate aroused the 
hopes of the friends of tbe measure 
that it will get safely through tbe up- 
per branch within a few days, when 
their entire attention will be directed 
toward favorable action by the house. 

Tho league workers have a new fear 
confronting, tbera now and one that 
may develop Into an actual difficulty 
to be overcome. It Is that the bouse 
will proceed to pass the local option 
bill In Its original form, as drafted by 
the league, and without tbe referendum 
"sinker." If the bouse should pass 
the measure without tbe added clause, 
then It would be necessary for the sen- 
ate to concur In the house bill, or for 
the house to concur In the senate bill 
before' either measure , could go to 
Governor Deneen. for final approval. 
Thus, with the difference of this refer- 
endum clause, between them, tbe bourn 



and senate member* can all go on rec- 
ord as supporting tbo local option bill 
even if no such legislation Is accom- 
plished. 

Spanking for the league, II, D. Ever- 
hurt, superintendent of the central dis- 
trict, stated toduy that the organiza- 
tion will do all in its power to secure 
the paiumge of tbe bill ns It bns gone 
into the senate. "Wo never asked for 
n referendum clause," bo said, H ond 
we did not want it. However, wo arc 
not running owny from It. The refer- 
endum clnuse Is n fair one and some of 
the churches of the state already have 
sent resolutions to both the senate and 
house asking for the passage of the 
bill. If the sennte wonts a referendum 
clause n tided to our bill we will accept 
the ehnllenge and Mini) do all In our 
power to bring about Its passage." 
Primary Election legislation- 

All sorts of trouble is brewing In 
the spechil house committee on pri- 
mary election Icglslntlon. On top of 
tho Introduction by Speaker Shurtlcff 
ot the bill prcpnred by the Republican 
stnte central committee, with the aid 
of Governor Dencen, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Sherman and Attorney General 
Stead, the Democratic atate ' central 
committee has drafted what It consid- 
ers n fair measure and the two are 
widely at variance. Not only do the 
Republicans and Democrats dlsoRrec 
as parties, but there is n wide differ- 
ence of opinion among the lenders of 
each party. 

Public sessions of the primary elec- 
tion committee, for the purpose of se- 
curing a full and open hearing on the 
subject, apparently has served only to 
Increase the entanglement In which 
the committee members find them- 
selves. Nearly every person that bns 
nddressed the committee oa tbe sub- 
ject has new Ideas to suggest or, ot 
least, bns numerous objections to of- 
fer to the proposed measure. Over 
one-third of 'the 127 sections of tbe hill 
have been objected to, on one ground 
or another, 

Tho question of majority nomtnntlon 
at primary elections has brought out a 
wide variance of opinion and it la 
doubtful if a majority of the Itepubllc- 
an members will support this proposi- 
tion. The Democratic organisation, 
too, favorj n plurality nomination In- 
stead of requiring a plurality vote. 
Gives I'lonsuro to Merchants. 

The employment of former Attorney 
General Hamlin ns counsel for tho 
Illinois Merchants' association In the 
'fight to securo a general reduction of 
freight rates In the state has been re- 
garded with delight by merchants gen- 
erally. Aside from his high standing 
as a lawyer. Judge Hamlin Is known 
to be thoroughly familiar with tho de- 
tails of this particular subject, having 
served for years as attorney for the 
Illinois railroad and warehouse com- 
mission. 

In -Inaugural log bis proceeding. 
Judge Hamlin will continue the notion 
Instituted two years ago nt tbe In- 
stance of Illinois shippers. A large 
volume of evidence was taken nt that: 
time, and, nt Us conclusion, announce- 
ment was made by tbe railroad and 
warehouse commission that n horizon- 
tal reduction of 25 per cent In freight 
rates would follow. Within a Bbort 
time, however, the railroads entering 
the cities that bnd raised tbe cry of 
excessive freight tariffs established 
"commodity rates" for these . points 
and, tbe sonrce of tho loudest objec- 
tion being removed, tbe railroad and 
warehouse commission, neglected to 
Issue tho order for a reduction, as 
promised. 

Among tho shippers who are vltnlly 
interested in the matter of a freight 
rate reduction. It Is generally believed 
thot, after nil, the situation rests 
with Governor Deneen. In support of 
this conclusion It Is pointed out that 
the rnilroad and warehouse commis- 
sion, being an appointive body. Is 
ruled absolutely * from the executive 
office and so long ns the governor does 
not declare 1n> fnvor of a reduction In 
rates, his lieutenants arc not going 
to act With this opinion, tbe ship- 
pers bavo decided to appeal to Gov- 
ernor Deneen to give them relief. 
Seizure at Quails. 

The seizure last week of a' shipment 
'of 650 quails, en route by express 
from Brougbton, III, to commission 
merchants In St Louis, has attracted 
general attention to the efforts inn kins 
by tbe Illinois game department to 
bunt down violators of the game law 
and sec to It that they are properly 
punished. In this instance It devel- 
oped that the shipment had been made 
by J. P. Odell of P rough ton, under nn 
assumed name, and in the arrest of 
Odell Stnte Gnmc Commissioner 
Wheeler believes he has captured one 
of tbe most persistent and flagrant 
violators of the game law tn the state. 

For several years past It baa been 
known that large shipments of quails 
were being made, in season and out of 
season, from this point, but it ap- 
peared- Impossible to procure evidence 
sufficient to convict the offender. At 
one time, two years ago, a trunk that 
was being sent as baggage . from 
Broughton to St Louis burst open at 
tbe transfer point at McLeansboro 
and was found to contain some 800 
quails. Investigation disclosed that 
the trunk had been chocked from this 
station, but the name of the sender 
could not be unearthed. It is. confi- 
dently believed by tho gamo depart- 
ment that Odell was the offender In 
that case ns well as the one just dis- 
closed. Most of tbo birds captured 
in the lot bnd the appearance of 
having been netted instead of shot, 
which is Id Itself on offense under the 
law, 

Tbe statute provides, a penalty of 
$25 fine or Imprisonment in jail for 
thirty days' for each bird found In the 
possession of a man out of season or 
being shipped, so .that Odell, who Is 
now awaiting trial, is reaJly subject 
to a fine of nearly $14,000 or Imprison- 
ment for over forty-flve years,

neccnt experiments show the great 
digestibility of the- oyster. When the 
oyster was crushed nnd placed In cold 
water about bulf of thu solid matter 
was dissolved. When the oyster was 
placed uiicrushcd In the same medium 
one-fourth of Its solid matter was dis- 
solved. It Is believed that If the oyster 
be chewed more tint it half of It Is dis- 
solved In the month. Cold water ap- 
pears to be the best thing to drink 
with oysters. 

What arc the solids of the oyster? 
They " ore the protclds corresponding 
to the lean of meat or tuo white of 
an egg, fat, starchy matters and gly- 
cogen. This last means the substance 
which the liver manufactures for fu- 
ture use. It is very like sugar, and 
when wanted for use Is changed Into 
sugar. It Is the substance which makes 
the oyster sweet In the mouth. 

Hut there are other valuable con- 
stituents of the oyster — what are 
called . the glycero-pliosphorlc com- 
pounds. Medlenl men prescribe these 
for Improving ihe nervous system, so 
I hut- n diet of oysters In unquestion- 
ably good for tlio nerves. They also 
contain common salt, n little copper 
and several phosphates, And taking 
the whole contents of the oyster shell. 
one finds almost everything necqssnry 
for the food" of the body. — Chicago 
Chronicle.

There are four kinds of fox hunters 
In America. The object of the llrst Is 
to destroy the for. A farmer's hoy 
with a shotgun lies In nuibush upon it 
runway nnd pots him as ho trots by. 
This, from tbo English point of view, 
says a writer in Outing, Is n little 
worse limn murder nnd as bad as 
poaching. The man who shoots foxes 
enjoys an Ignominy, nt least In tho 
mlnda of other fox hunters, which Is 
unique. 

Fox hunters of the second class find 
their sport in watching or listening to 
native bounds trull' a fox. They go 
afield on foot and post themselves on 
high ground commanding tbo runway. 
In Kentucky and In parts of New Kug- 
Innd this Is a deservedly popular sport, 
offering ns it does an opportunity far 
tcfltJng the remarkable hobo of tbo 
American hound. 

In fox limiting of tbo third kind the 
object Is to pursue; n fox with hounds 
and to follow the hounds across coun- 
try with horses. To most fox hunters 
of this category the foljowlng is the 
most bnportnnt part. It requires horse- 
manship, a good horse nnd lasting en- 
thuslnsm to ride well and bard to 
hounds. 

The fox hunters of tbo fourth clnss, 
to nm la- nn Irish statement, do not 
hunt n fox ut nil, but n drag; neverthe- 
less, they ride to hounds nnd this al- 
lies them to those who ride to hounds 
after a wild fox. 

In the northern states various condi- 
tions tend to make drag hunting more 
practicable nnd popular tbnn wild-fox 
bunting. Wild foxes arc not usuully 
plentiful In regions near most of the 
large northern cltlos; moreover, It of- 
ten lakes ii great deal of time to Hnd 
a wild fox when they n re plentiful mid 
when you do find him he miiy not run 
very far. The men of the north who 
uro mostly In business cannot spare 
whole days, nor d6 they care to take 
chances of going out without gelling 
a run. As a consequence the hunting 
life at such centers as Dcdbam nnd 
Myopia uenr Doston; at Meadowbrook, 
Kiitoiitown. Goshen and Stnten Island 
near Now York, has developed around 
drug hound*.
